It is not however prohibited. to others, and ſuch as are con- 
cerned wich the Paſſengers to: furniſh them Victuals, provided 
all Paſſes through the Prior / Hands; and none of the Rules 
of Precaution are eluded: The Priors ſuperintend theſe Vics 
tuallers, to prevent Fraud; and if ſuch Exactneis is obſerved; 
that Paſſengers ſfuder no Iinoonvenience or IIneaſineſs, ſtill a 
greater Attention is : exerted, if by Chance any one of them 
ſhould be ſick : For the Prior muſt ſorthwith declare the Caſe; 
and the Firſt Phyſician of the Magiſtrate is immediately ſent to, 
and the moſt ſcrupulous: Obſervation is made of any Diſorder, 
whoſe Symptoms ſhould be doubtful.

Reding therefore the Idea already mentioned, of deducing 
the general Conduct from a one. and returning to 
where the Merchandize was left, when brought out of the ſuſ- 
pected Ship, viz, to the Gates of the Lazarettos, with all the 
Precautions aforeſaid ; they are by the Fante, who eſcorts them, 
delivered up to the Prior of the Lazaretto, with the Order that 
directs him to receive them, He directs a Place for their Pu- 
rification ; directs the Baſtazi, appointed for that Work, to 
take them out of the Boat, and the Guardian to keep them in
